In your December 22 issue Harry Bernstein, Times 
labor editor, says that trucks loaded with food, cloth- 
ing and money for strikers are arriving in Delano 
almost daily. “‘On Monday, alarge trailer loaded with 
400 turkeys, 1,000 pounds of rice, 1,000 packed 
Christmas stockings and other items were sent to 
Delano....”’ 

In the interests of in-depth reporting, could The 
Times find out what is happening to all these ship- 
ments? It ought to be interesting to see how they are 
divided among the strikers. 

If the professional organizers, preachers and others 
taking part in the picket lines are-ruledout as recipi- 
ents, that ought to leave about 10 turkeys, 200 pounds 
of rice and 200 Christmas stockings per striker. Not 
to mention the other stuff that is arriving daily. 

As a friendly suggestion The Times, withits reputa- 
tion for unbiased reporting, might report more fully 
what is happening in Delano, how many pickers actually 
took part in the strike and why the Delano Ministerial 
Association, Community Service Organization and 
various Mexican-American organizations are opposed 
to what is being done there by outside agitators. 

A good start would be to tell us where all this loot, 
is going to.

lic districts seeking to balance wa- 
ter supplies by import of addi- 
tional supplemental waters coupl- 
ed with the conjective use of the 
ground water reservoirs. These 
locally-managed districts have 
come a long way in searching for 
satisfactory means to recharge the 


underground reservoirs, 

The recharge processes by which 
the underground reservoirs can be 
replenished are not fully known 
and extensive research is under- 
way in many parts of the state 
and nation by which a more ex- 
act recharge and withdrawal pro- 
cess may be established. To date, 
some of the results have been dis- 
couraging but it should be noted 


that many advances and improve- 
ments have resulted and are in 
use. 

“Planned” or ‘‘managed”’ 
water lowering proposals raise the 
question of who can be legally 
and financially responsible in the 
event that a lowering period be- 
comes so long that further lower- 
ing is impossible with the resul 
that the local area which formerly 
had a ground water supply, now 
has no water at all. While it is 
true that this might happen in a 
local area, and in fact this has 
been the case many times, the lo- 
cal water users have only them- 
selves to blame. This obviously 
would not be the csae if a master 
agency had established the criteria 
for lowering of ground water ta- 
bles. 

If, Assembly Bill 2707 of the 
1965 Legislative session had been 
passed as originally introduced 
rules, regulations and minimum 
standards for location of water 
wells would have been vested in 
the Department of Water Resourc- 
es and such a regulatory power 
could soon bring about control of
